When the bankruptcy law was enacted 


it was pointed out that the provisions 
exempting certain classes from its pro- 
visions, and forbidding corporations from 
going into voluntary bankruptcy, were 
nol in accordance with the provisions of 
the I'^ederol constitution. Sooner or later 
naturally this feature would be taken up, 
as it has now by the Hanover National 
bank at Chattanooga, Tenn. This bank 
has in its pleadings set forth that the 
bankruptcy law is unconstitutional be- 
cause it is not uniform and equally ap- 
plicable to all citizens. The bank claims 
that the act denies the right of going 
into bankruptcy lo corporations, which 
arc citizens in their respective slales as 
much as any ordinary citizens, while the 
law allows all oilier cilizcns to go inlo 
voluntary bankruptcy. It further alleges 
that the law is not uniform in that it 
permits exemptions lo debtors in various 
imoiinls according lo those allowed by 
slalc laws. As an additional ground, it 


s that the law exempts agriculturists 


and wage earners from the law. while it 
allows involuntary proceedings against 
other citizens, whether persons or cor- 
porations. 


Xo objection can be made, however, 


as against the exemption of all wage 
earners, but the roal objection is the dis- 
tinction made between individuals and 
private partnerships ='.nd corporations.
